Heavy Registration Will Congest 
Precincts, if Nothing Is Done 
to Relieve Situation, 


REGISTRAR ANDY STEWART 
MAKES. A STATEMENT 


Chairman and Secretary of Subcome 
mittee of 


County Democratic 
Executive Committee Say 
That Situation Will Be 
Looked Into at 

Once. 


Unless some provision is made by the 
subcommittee of the county executive 
committee there will be something like 
5,000 voters who will not be afforded 
an opportunity to cast their ballots on 
June 4 when the democratic primary 
takes place. 

This statement comes from the county 
who is the registrar, and 
bases the assertion on the fact of 
the very large registration this year. 

The tax collector specially mentions 
the second, third, fifth and sixth warde 
as those having a very large registra- 
tion. He also mentions the fact that 
the hours for opening and closing the 
polls in Cook's district will probably be 
too short, as that precinct is as large 
as eome of the city wards. 

Attention is brought to the fact that 
the ticket will be very long this year, 
and that it will require something like 
five minutes for a voter to cast his bale 
lot. 

The chairman of the subcommittee 
and the secretary have made statements 
in which they say that all will be done 
that is possible to give every citizen 
the right of suffrage. They say that 
the hours im Cook's district will be from 
7 to 7, as in the city, instead of from 
8 to 3 o'clock. : 

The matter will be watched with no 
little interest, as 5.000 peeple may be 
disfranchised if the congested precincts 
are not relieved as suggested by 
tax collector. 

Tax Collector’s Statement. 


Tax Collector Stewart’s statement is 
as follows: 

“There will be at least 5,000 qualified 
voters of Fulton county disfranchised 
if the executive ¢ommittee of the coun- 
ty does not provide the extra sets of 
managers and clerks at the second, 
third, fifth and sixth wards. This is 
the heaviest registration we have ever 
had. In the second ward it will reach 
over 3,000. The ticket is a long one 
this time, and a voter wil) use up five 
minutes in casting his ballot. In view 
of these conditions it will be impossible 
especially during the rush hours, from 
1! o'clock to 2, and from 5 o'clock to 
7, for all to vote. The workingmen can- 
not leave their work to stand in line for 
half an hour, or perhaps an hour, td 
cast their vote. 

“IT have been advocating this for the 
past two years. In 1906 I put this same 
matter up to the executive committee, 
It will be a great deal worse this year 
than at that election, It is of the ut- 
most necessity, just as I stated in my 
letter to Shelby Smith, chairman sub- 
committee of the executive committee, 
that two sets of managers be placed in 
the wards mentioned. 

“I think that the hours, 8 to 3 o'clock, 
in Cook’s district, are too short. It 
looks as if they are going to have 900 
qualified voters. In that case the time 
should be extended to 7 o'clock, the 
same as in the city wards.”

ation. 

The case of the presbytery of eastern 
Texas against the synod of Texas, 
hearing of which was begun last night, 
was resumed today. Argument on be- 


| half of the presbtyery was presented by 


Rev. J. H. Lacy and J. G. Aldrich. Ar- 
gsument for the synod was opened by 
Rev. J. P. Robertson. The case is an 
appeal of the presbytery of eastern 
Texas on the action of the synod. The 
presbytery refused to Krant a petition 
from the church at Beaumont, Tex.. to 
dissolve the relation of its pastor, Rev. 
F. E. Robbins. The matter was taken 
to the synod, which ordered the pas- 
toral relation dissolved. Now the as- 
sembly is asked to sustain the presby- 
tery and reverse the synod. 

It was 4:35 o'clock this afternoon 
when the hearing of the appeal of tha 
eastern Texas synod was completed. 
The vote stood: 

To sustain the appeal 99: not to sus- 
tain 27; to sustafn in part 5. 

A committee was appointed to formu- 
late the judgment of the assembly in 
the case. 

Report of Committees. 


Report of the committee on publica- 
tion, Sabbath school work and young 
people’s societies was presented and 
adopted. A vote of ‘appreciation was 
tendered R. E. McGill, secretary of this 
committee.

Salary of slated clerk was fixed at 
$1,000 per year, payable monthly, with 
an allowance of $100 for assistance. 

hurch Colleges. 

The committee on schools and colleges 
presented a number of recommenda- 
tions. Pending this report, Professor 
Henry Louis Smith, president of 
Davidson college, was asked to present 
to the assembly some statistics which 
he had completed. Professor Smith 
declared that the church college is In- 
\dispensable to the church, but that the 
church collegeis steadily losing ground 
in the south, and that the church at 
large is unaware of its danger. He re- 
ferred to church colleges for men. He 
said we are now in the golden age of 
the church college for women. The 
church college for young men is fighting 
for its rights, he continued. 

Professor Smith supported his state- 
ment by an array of etatistics. He says 


the state will monopolize higher educa- 
tion unless the church comes to the res- 
cue of the church college. 

He advised that Greek be no longer 
rejuired in church colleges. He re- 
ferred to the Carnegie fund as one of 
the dangers against which the church 
college must contend. At the conclusion 
of Professor Smith’s address he was 
extended a vote of thanks and re- 
quested to furnish a copy of his address 
for publication. 

Just before the close of tonight's ses- 
sion the pages of the assembly were 
summoned to the front of the rostrum, 
where, in most graceful manner, ac- 
companied by kindly words of admoni- 
tion, the moderator, Rev. Dr. W. W. 
Moore, presented each boy with a copy 
of Dr. Egbert’s book, “The Creed of 
Presbyterianism.”

REJECTS THE PLATFORM. 
AT HIS OWN CONVENIENCE 


Dr. Nunnally So Writes of Governor 


Smith and the Instrument 
Adopted at Macon. 

Dr. G. A. Nunnally has written a let- 
ter from home in Lake City, Fila., 
to a friend in Georgia, a copy of which 
has been furnished to The Constitution. 
and is published below, in which he 
takes up the attitude of Governor Smith 
and adverts to some remarks of Judge 
Freeman on the destruction of the 
county as a unit In Georgia politics. 

In this letter Dr. Nunnally takes {ssue 
with both the gentlemen above named. 
He says Governor Smith has exercised 
his discretion in accepting or rejecting 
at pleasure Planks in the Macon 
platform. The letter follows: 

“A prominent gentlemen has written 
to ask my opinion of Judge A. D. Free- 
man’s defense of Hoke Smith’s position 
the clause of the Macon platform 
that wipes ont the ‘country counties.’ 
Freeman {s a verv consclen- 
man. He would not do a thine 
that he thinks is wrong for his right 
arm, but he is the scariest man in the 
world; he lives a scared life—scared lest 
he do wrong; scared lest somebody else 
wrong, and in his fright his vision 
blurred. Judge Freeman jis an hon- 

man, but like many honest house- 
keepers, he may let a thief carry the 
keys. 

“He holds that Hoke Smith must stand 
by the crucifixion of the country coun- 
ties, because the Macon platform, which 
he wrote, has pronounced the sentenc?2, 
Even so Pilate consented to the crucli- 
fixion of Christ, because a court which 
he had appointed, and whose rulings he 
could have set aside, had very unjustly 
found Him worthy of death. 

“But is Mr. Smith so awfully ‘seru- 
pulous about observing the Macon plat- 
form? Did not that platform set down 
as one of its rock-ribbed, granite foun- 
dations that ‘local option’ was the thing, 
the real thing, upon which democrats 
should live and fight and die? And 
vet, in open Violation of his solemn 
pledge to abide by, and urge, and en- 
force, and execute, that platform, did 
did sign the act and make state- 
wide prohibition the law of the land, 
and make the framers of the Macon 
platform swallow it whether they want- 
ed to do so or not? What regard has 
Mr. Smith for his party pledges? When 
has he ever kept one before? 

“Judge Freeman knows the maxim, 
‘Guilty of one, guilty of all.’ But it is 
urged that the legislature had passed 
the measure by more than a two-thirds 
vote. and therefore he ought and must 
sign it. Indeed! If a thing is wrong, 
it is wrong, and even a unanimous yote 
cannot anake it right. If ‘local option’ 
was right in Macon when the conven- 

ion was in session, it was right in At- 
lanta when the legislature was in ses- 
sion. But Mr. Smith had an induce- 
ment in Atlanta that he did not have 
in Macon, and hence he disregarded hig 
loyaity and pledge to the Macon plat- 
form. 

“And if he broke that pledge, why 
ean he not break another? If he said 
the convention acted unwisely in adopt- 
ing ‘local option’ in Macon, why can he 
not say they acted unwisely and un- 
justly in wiping out the ‘country coun- 
ties?”

Finance Committee Favors Bor- 
rowing More Money, ~~ 


CHANGE .TAX COLLECTIONS 


Councilman Grant 
is Favorably Reported Upon by 
Committee and Will Go to 
General Counc for Ac- 
tion Next Monday. 


An important resolution was favor- 
ably raported upon ‘by the finance com- 
mittee of the general council yesterday 
afternoon, which recommended a char- 
‘ter amendment for changes in the col- 
‘ection of city taxes. 

The resolution was by Councilman 
Grant. dt contained two features. . 

First, the city’s berrowing power is 
to be enlarged from $200,000 to $400,000 
per annum. 

Second, the city taxes are to be col- 
lected In three equal instead of three 
installments, with the last 50 per cent, 
and tax payers are to be allowed the 
equivalent of 6 per cent On ail city 
taxes paid in advance of the time gpec- 
ifled by law. 

Chaiman Grant explained that at 
present the oity was permitted to bor- 
row $200,000 a year, and this year the 
city treasury would be empty in August 
and September if $200.000 more was 
not secured, as that amount had al- 
ready been borrowed. There would be 
no more taxes collected this year un- 
til in October. 

For More Karly Money. 


The chairman also expieined that 
something should ‘be done to get more 
money into the treasury earlier in the 
year. He figured out that requiring 
taxes paid in three equal installments 
instead of in three of 26 per cent in 
April, 26 in July and 50 in September 
aS at present would help matters. The 
new plan proposed would bring 33 i-3 
per cent in April, the same in July and 
the balnce in September. 

He also stated that if | 1-2 per cent 
was allowed as a discount on antici- 
pated taxes in April and July it would 
be the same as an annual discount of 
6 per cent, and this would ibe an in- 
ducement for tax payers to pay early 
in the year when the city needed the 
money. He thought the present dis- 
count of one-half of | per cent was too 
small to act as an inducement. 

The other members of the committee 
agreed with Councilman Grant on all 
of his propositions, and a favorable re- 
port was made on the entire resolu- 
tion. The paper will be presented to 
council] Monday afternoon.
